AN ACT to repeal section three thousand eight hundred twenty-eight and nine thou. 
sandths (3828.009), code, 1939, and to enact a substitute therefor; and to amend 
section three thousand eight hundred twenty-eight and forty-two thousandths 
(3828.042), code, 1939, as amended by chapters 145 and 146, acta of the 49th Gen· 
eral Assembly, relating to old age assistance. 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

1 SECTION 1. Section three thousand eight hundred twenty-eight and 
2 nine thouaaRdtIrs ~8M8.00!}, Code, 1939,1s repealed and the following 
-S enacted in lieu thereof: 
4 "The amount of assistance shall be fixed with due regard to the 
5 condition of the individual, including all resources available to the 
6 applicant or recipient, household situation and community in each 
7 instance, together with the essential need due to the individual's 
8 mental and/or physical condition, subject to the rules, regulations and 
9 standards adopted by the state board." 
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1 SEC. 2. Section three thousand eight hundred twenty-eight and 
2 forty-two thousandths, (3828.042), Code, 1939, as amended by chapter 
3 145, Acts of the 49th General Assembly, is hereby amended by striking 
4 all of said section following the period (.) after the word "fund" 
5 in line twenty-five (25) thereof and by substituting therefor the 
6 following: "At the end of each quarter of each fiscal year if the old 
7 age assistance revolving fund shall have a cash balance in excess of 
8 two hundred thousand dollars, the state comptroller shall transfer 
9 such excess to the old age assistance fund and shall notify the state

·U ment other allocations to the old age assistance fund and may be 
12 expended for the purposes and in the manner referred to in section 
13 3828.039." 

Other provisions of chapter one hundred eighty-nine and 
2 one-tenth (189.1), Code, 1939, to the contrary notwithstanding, the 
3 state and county welfare boards are hereby authorized and directed 
4 to review as soon as practicable, the case reports of all old age 
5 assistanoe recipients for the purpose of determining their present 
6 needs and adjusting assistance.

General Assembly, all relating to funeral expenses paid from old age assistance 
fund.
